or tho former not to dry tho aeconc1 cron 
of grapes. 


Over two months ago in a letter pub- 


talied in tho KitnrnucAN I urged tbo 
trowers to organi/,u co-operative eom- 
—-nics to puck and sell their grapca, 


lit and raisins without tho packers, 


ind in tho concluding paragraph of that 
ettorlaaid: "And if there ia a sur- 
plus of niisina, or more than can bo aold 
tt a profit, we will feed them to hogs; 
or a hum or side of pork tattoncd on 
aiaine or dried grapes ia hotter for a 
iiingry man than a typo-written atate- 
nontof figures, without any money in 
t, and for such pork is a market at 
ionic without seven, eight or nine 
barges to lift tiie same to the mouth of 
he consumer." 


While 1 think of tho "Wise Pig,-' I 


vill inform tho growers of my hog-sell- 
ng experience in the state where tho 
Mississippi is horn in hike llnaca. Ono 
vintor after 1 had slaughtered a lot of 
ioga I went to my usual market town 
,nd inmiirod of tlio buyers what they 
iaid for pork. They said they wanted 
o see my dreBHOd hogs before they 
Mild make mo an offer. The next day 
hauled the ii/jrk to town but the offer 
hey made wag u neat is factory to mo and 
o 1 shipped it to 8t Paul, and within a , 
veek 1 received $3.20 more per bead for 
ho hogs than I was offered at tho home 
narket. The 20 cents was big interest 
nd the $3 was clear gain.

lacker in Fresno said to me: "If we 
on't dry the second crop we are all 
ight," If no second crop is dried, will

ra alike for the same grade of raiaina? 
am in poaaeaaion of good authority for 
tating that a certain grower received 
or hia second crop 3J^" centa per pound 
r $65 per ton, while nine-tenths of 
le growers received less than $80 per 
on for the first crop. 


Unless something ia done eoon to 


ealine a better pi-ice for grapes and rai- 
ins, the result will be a financial fuil- 
re, and those who have invested their 
apital and labor in vineyards will he 
ankrupt. From $4 to fO.SO a ton for 
rapes is leas than cost of production, 
nd without anything for the capital in- 
ested in the laftl, team and utensils.

It ia unjust to expect that tho co- 


operative companies can get a better 
price for raisins HO loiin as we j-ive the 
control of the market to the commission 
packer. If A offers raisins at 2 cents, 1> 
cannot sell for more money, but he 
may eave something in charges. 


Tlifi point then is for all to co-opcrato 


and sell through one agency; then wo 
will get all that the law of supply anil 
demand will permit, probably at least 4 
cents. And, fellow growers, to my cer- 
tain knowledge the legitimate trade in 
tho east does not like this coinmiasion 
system any betttr than we do. So 
thoroughly disgusted are they with it 
that some large houses refuse to handln 
California raisins, and others handle 
them only because they are obliged to 
do so, using every endeavor to eell tho 
foreign article instead, and this because 
there IB no stability iu the market for 
the California raiein. •

Under the conditions produced by the 


commission ayatem the quaility oE our 
raiains has deteriorated. The grower is 
urjied to get his raiaina in early (so that 
the packer may git in ahead of hi 
rival) and he picks before nature has 
perfected hrr process, with the reeul 
that hia raiains are red, thin and flivor- 
losa, but he geta a premium for so doing 
What wonder then that wo are turning 
out an inferior grade ot raiains?
